Five Masked Bandits Foiled at 
‘ Gad’s Hill. 


A POSSE’S HOT PURSUIT. 


An Attempt to Mold Up an Iron 
Mountain Train Stopped by a 
Mere Chance. 


Five masked bandits made an unsuccess- 
ful attempf Wednesday night to hold up an 
Iron Mountain train at Gad’s Hill, a switch 
120 miles south of St. Louis. 

The spot selected was the same that in 
1878 the famous Jesse James chose for one of 
his successful robberies. 

The robbers intended to wreck train No. 
55, the Texas Special, which leaves St. 
Louls at 8:15 o’clock in the evening. 

Had it not been for an extra that was 
running just a few minutes ahead of the 
regular train the attempt would have been 
successful. 

About 11:30 an extra, consisting of an 
engine and a caboose, entered Gad's Hill 
from the north, 

As the train entered the station it slowed 
up, as the crew had orders to meet another 
train there. 

When 1d passed over the switch the train 
was thrown on a side track. 

This was unusual. 

It caused the crew to jump to their feet 
at once and look out. Alongside of the 
track they saw five men, all heavily armed 
and masked. They had horses hitched to 
trees near by. 


Before the train men had an opportunity 

to gather their wits the men with a volley 

of oaths mounted their horses and rode 

rapidly off in a southeasterly direction, 

he crew then hurried to the telegr 

office ad Gad's Hill and wired the news 

the occurrence to the railroad officials.

OUR GATTLES. 


The Spaniards Lose Over 1,500 
in Killed and Wounded. 


NEWS WAS SUPPRESSED. 


Train Exatering Havana With 
400 Wounded Men On Board 
Bears Out the Report.

CHICAGO, III., April 9.—A Tribune Key 
West, Fla., special says: 

Four times within the last four days the 
Spanish forces have been defeated by the 
insurgents under Maceo in Pinar del Rio, 
according to advices which have just been 
received from Havana, but not one word has 
been allowed to go out in regard to these en- 
gagements by the Spanish authorities. 

The most important conflict occurred yes- 


terday near Majana on the Strong line. Ma- 
ceo’s advance guard, 2,000 strong; attacked 
the Spanish column near that place. The 
Spaniards were routed, according to reports, 
with a loss of 600 killed and wounded. 

Prior to this encounter there were engage- 
ments with Maceo’s main army west of the 
Strong line, in which the Spaniards had the 
worst of it. It is said in Havana that the 
Spanish loss in the four engagements.was 
over 1,500 in killed and wounded, although 
the Government suppresses all informa- 
tion about the battles. 

The number of wounded soldiers arriving 
in Havana proves the truth of the rumors. 
One train from the West yesterday brought 
in 400 wounded men. 

Maceo’s army is still west of the Trocha, 
but there are many insurgents in Havana 
Province. 

Gomez is still in Santa Clara Province, 
moving towards Siguana Valley. On Monday 
his army entered San Juan de las Teras. 
The Spanish garrison fled to the forts and 
Gomez secured many arms and quantities 
of ammunition. Tuesday night the insur- 
gents again raided Hoyos Colorado, a town 
15 miles west of Havana. The troops fied 
to the forts. After the insurgents retired 
the Spaniards came out of the forts and, 
seeing a crowd in the square, opened fire, 
killing four women and two children and 
wounding others. The Spaniards say they 
thought they were firing on insurgents:

A scholar of a towering intellect that 
chaillen the admiration even of his ene- 
mies: of a clear insight and appreciation of 
our glorious institutions that makes him the 
most enthusiastic panegyrist of our laws and 
people that this generation has produced; 
a scholar and a gentleman, cast in the mold 
of patrician dignity, the very form of Ro- 
man nobility, so that the man who hated 
the churchmen is constrained to confess 
that in him stands forth a man. 

“Francis Satolli has conquered all oppo- 
eition and won all hearts in this great 
American Republic.

The Grand-Jury, it will be remembered, 

said in its report that the institution was 
neat and clean throughout. say 
that the only thing neat about it is the 
Superintendent’s quarters, and that the 
cells are alive with vermin, and try ever 
so hard he could not keep the pesky things 
off his body. Lamar also says that in his 
cell where eight men slept, there are only 
two blankets, and in a near-by cell where 
ten men were wooed by Morpheus, there

“But,” continued the ex-prisoner, “while

ALUMINUM MOUTH PLATES. 


Discovery of Impertance to Dentists by 
Dr. John G. Marper.

A discovery of importance to dentists has 
been made by Dr. John G. Harper, a well- 


known dentist of St. Louis, in the manu- 


facture of mouth-plates. Heretofore rubber 
and gold have been the only materials suit- 
able for the manufacture. The rubber plates 
have many drawbacks and the gold plates 
are expensive. Dr. Harper’s discovery per- 
mits the use of dluminum, which possesses 
all the advantages of gold. He calls the 

reparation aluminoid, and it can be made 
by any dentist by following the directions 
given a Post-Dispatch reporter by Dr. Har- 
per for the benefit of the profession. 

Aluminoid is a combination of rubber 
cernent (any rubber dissolved in commercial 
chloroform) and aluminum powder. The 
powder can be procured at small cost at the 
art stores. It is used to line the upper 
surface of the plate. The solution of rubber 
in chloroform having about the consistency 
of thick molasses is to be well mixed with 
twice its bulk of the alaminum powder. 

In using it the mold in which the plate 
is to be cast is coated with Hquid collodion 
and the aluminoid, which should be thinned 
with chloroform until it} flows like water, is 
then applied to the ‘model, four coats 
being applied, allowing five minutes each for 
three coats to dry and ten minutes for the

Afterward Mrs. Holzeman turned 
the baby over to the Humane Society on the 
writ of habeas corpus, and the society 
gave it to Mrs, Chabman's divorced hus- 
band, who had no claim on it, paternal or 
otherwise, but who seemed bent upon get- 


ting it. 

~ Holzeman testified that when Mra 
Chapman brought the baby to her the 
agreement was that Mrs. Chapman was to 
furnish the condensed milk. Witness, how- 
ever, had to buy five cans of milk herself 
at 60 cents a can or see the child starve. 
She testified that $14.50 remained due.
